TELL OF PROMISE 


The Post was told that a To- 
Tedo Bond official promised that 
following a testimonial banquet 
tendered Abe Levine March 28 no 
other Bond function would be 
held this spring. ‘The promise 
was made, The Post was told, 
becattse the local United Jewish 
Fund traditionally holds its col- 
lection drive in May. 

The community council charged 
the Bond organization “breached 
an agreement” and accused the 
group of “unwarranted interfer- 
ence with the autonomy of a 
local community,” 

Montor denied the Bond organ- 
ization has “at any time in writ- 
ing or by implication had an 
agreement with the Toledo Jew- 
ish community to conduct a sale 
of Israel bonds during a limited 
period in 1954. 

HAD NO RIGHT 


He said “The Toledo Jewish 
Community council could not pos- 
sibly acquire right to determine 
whether any individual in the 
community, Jew or Christian, 
might make a loan to or an in- 
-vestment in the State of Israel, 
any more than the Jewish Com- 
munity council might undertake 
to advise individuals on whether 
they might invest in stocks, 
bonds, or other securities, domes- 
tic or foreign.” 

Montor also charged bond rep- 
resentatives were informed they 
must suspend all further activity 
and withdraw from the commu- 
nity “until 1955.”

Two persons urged that the issue 
be avoided but withdrew their 
objections after a request for 
unanimous vote. They said they 
agreed with the rest of the 
group’s resentment of the Coun- 
cil’s actions but wanted to avoid 
a controversy in Jewish life. 


The Detroit group cordemned 
the “gratuitous insults” to Jewry 
by the Council. The resolution 
blasted the alleged use made by 
the council of greetings from 
Arabs, especially from Lebanese 
United Nations Delegate Charles 
Malik. The Arabs sent greetings 
to the Council on the occasion of 
its recent convention in Philadel- 
phia.

In an appraisal of the American 
Jewish community he charged 
that “Jews and Zionists are pay- 
ing a high price for our failure 
to clarify our character, structure 
and status.” 

‘HAVE GIVEN IMPRESSION’ 

“Israelis and official Zionists,” 
he said, “have given the world 
the impression that.the Jewish 
people as a whole intend, as soon 
as feasible, to emigrate to Israel. 


“The Arabs, naturally, cannot 
visualize world Jewry’s fitting 
into the narrow confines of pres- 
ent day Israel. They, therefore, 
conclude that there is a world- 
wide ‘plot’ to expand Israel’s 
boundaries.” 


Rabbi Eisenstein suggested that 
Jews “declare openly that kibbutz 
galuyot (ingathering of the ex- 
iles) is a limited doctrine, intend- 
ed to establish Israel for the per- 
secuted Jews of all lands and for 
those who wish to fulfill them- 
selves as Jews by living in the

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Cari you please tell me the meaning 

and origin of the name “Feig.” My late parents came 

from Hungary in 1913 from a part called Felsoviso.—B. MAR- 
TIN FEIG, Montreal, Canada. 


FEIG is a Yiddish word meaning “a fig” and a German term 
meaning “timid,” but the name has no connection with either of 
these expressions. It is a metronymic derived from the name of 
a matriarch. The name of the women was Feige, an obsolete 
German denomination which is a synonym of the English word 
“Violet.” Jewish families often honored some outstanding 
matriarch by taking her name instead of that of a male patri- 
arch as the source of the family name.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: I am much interested in the origin of 
my family name “Salant,” and its various spelling. Could 
you clarify its history?—-LOUISE J. SALANT, Bronx, N. Y. 

SALANT (Salanty) is the name of a town of Lithuania. The 
family name was first assumed by Rabbi Samuel who married 
the daughter of Rabbi Joseph Sundey—a great scholar who re- 
sided in Salanty and acquired great fame as the teacher of 
outstanding talmudic scholars in the 19th century. Rabbi Sam- 
uel took the name as an expression of his admiration for his 
father-in-law. Both Rabbi Samuel and Joseph Sundel emigrated 
to Jerusalem where they were active rabbinically. It is believed 
that the bearers of the name are either descendants of the two 
talmudists or descendants of their disciples.

I be- 
lieve it was Gittlemacher in Russia. My father was born in a 
small hamlet, Worobijowka near Skwira, Ukraine——MRS.

GITTLEMACHER is the Yiddish Hitlmacher—a cap maker. 
The Russian alphabet has no “H” and substitutes a “G” for it. 
Skwira was famous in Russia as a cap making center and your 
family chose this name in 1804 because they had been cap 
makers for generations.*The cap making trade in Poland was 
concentrated in Jewish hands for many centuries and dates back 
to a time when Ukraina was a Polish possession.

Better Part of Wisdom to Agree 
On Limit of Repast at Meetings

EFORE the organizations wind up for the 
B summer months, there seem to be any 
number of pressing things to decide. Our com- 
mittees enjoy getting together at a member’s 
home for luncheon or coffee 
klatsch, and then when such 
facilities are available, sit- 
ting on the porch or in the 
back yard, where sunshine 
and fresh air stimulate our 
thoughts as well as our 
bodies. We have found that 
a light salad or sandwich 
lunch with an_ especially 
geschmak dessert is most 
popular. 

We have also found it 
the better part of wisdom. to agree among our- 
selves beforehand to limit either the number 
of courses or perhaps even the cost of these 
repasts to prevent that common competitive 
spirit of “can you top this.” We all, of course, 
try to outdo ourselves in ingenuity or original- 
ity. The gal who meets with the most general 
praise is the one who is able to show how to 
prepare refreshments in such a way as to carry 
on all her duties, both in her household and in 
community activities and yet give us something 
we will enthusiastically enjoy. The best test 
of this, should you be in any doubt is how many 
requests vou get for copies of your recipes! 

When my turn comes I always try to plan 
the menu so that I can. prepare as much as 
possible the day before the event, leaving the 
morning free for brushing up the house, and 
taking care of the telephone calls which in- 
evitably come in on the morning of any meet- 
ing.

MOLDED FISH SALAD 
1 Ib. frozen or fresh juice of 1 lemon 
cod fish % cup boiling water 
1 carrot 1 cup cream of 
1 stalk celery celery soup 
1 small onion salt and pepper to 
1 envelope unflavored taste 
gelatine 2 tblisps. pickle relish 
Poach together fish, whole scraped carrot, 
celery stalk and sliced onion until fish is soft. 
Flake fish, removing any bones. Mash carrot, 
onion and celery with fork. Blend all together. 
Cool. In the meantime soften gelatine with 
lemon juice. Add boiling water. Cool until the 
consistency of raw egg white. Rub ring or 
other mold with salad oil. If desired to garnish, 
use small amount of plain gelatine in bottom 
of the mold and arrange trimmings of olives, 
egg slices, parsley or green pepper or other 
garnish to form a pattern. Place in refrigerator 
until set. Blend fish with pickle relish, soup 
and finally gelatine. Taste and adjust season- 
ings, adding sugar or lemon if desired for 
flavor. Blend with gelatine. Pack carefully into 
mold. Chill until firm. Unmold and garnish. 


I used whole small pickled beets for color, but 
any other vegetable raw or cooked may be 
used. Served with corn muffins from a kosher 
mix, this is a maichol.

(not as rich as the true Viennese version,

Sift flour, baking powder, sugar, salt and 
cinnamon together. Cut in butter. Blend in 
whole egg. Blend thoroughly with fork. Add 
almonds. Reserve 12 cup of the mixture and 
chil. Press remainder of dough on bottom and 
sides of an 8 inch pie pan, without covering 
rim. Put to one side while making fillings, 
Scald milk in top of double boiler. Beat whole 
egg until light in color, add sugar, salt and 
flour gradually to egg. Then blend slowly into 
milk. Return to double boiler. Cook until 
smooth and thick, stirring constanily. Add flav. 
oring. Cool. Combine raspberries, lemon juice 
and cornstarch in saucepan. Cook about 5 min. 
utes or until mixture begins to thicken. Cool, 

Fill crust covered pan first with the custard 
then with the raspberry mixture. Roll out 
chilled dough and form into strips, cut with 
pastry wheel or knife. Place criss-cross fashion 
to form lattice over top of fillings. Press with 
fork to seal. Form an edge around the rim. 
Bake at 350 degrees 30 minutes. Serve warm 
or cool. I have successfully frozen this torte, 
It may seem complicated to make but the ex- 
clamations of your guests and family will tell 
you how worth while the effort is.

" WITH DEATH OF MISS EVA LEON 
A TRADITION. COMES TO AN END

February newspapers and magazines which have 
reached me here in Haifa, and I find not a men- 
tion anywhere of Miss Leon’s death. She seems 
to have disappeared from the scene without any 
obituary, any comment in the public or Zionist 
press—not even one of those modest death no- 
tices in the New York Times which are available 
for much lesser lights. 

And so here from Haifa, 6,000 miles away, I 
should like to pay last tribute to the lady who, 
jn recent years, we had come to know and love 
as a warm friend. 

Miss Leon was the sister of Mrs. Richard 
Gottheil, wife of the founder and first president of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America. She was reared in France, but also spent 
some years in Palestine prior to World War I. It was-Eva Leon, 
in 1909, who first introduced Henrietta Szold to the miserable health 
conditions in Palestine and who showed the American around the 
primitive hospitals and unsanitary homes. It was she who formed 
a society to help rescue the Jewish children of the poor Yishuv 
from the appeals of the missionaries, who offered food, clothing

I would sit 
with her for hours, and never 
tire of hearing her anecdotes of 
Herzl and Wolffsohn and Nordau 
and later of Brandeis and Julius 
Rosenwald and Wise. I am strick- 
en with remorse at the thought 
that I did not systematically re- 
cord and thus preserve these 
priceless and now irretrievable 
personal memories of the forma- 
tive years in the history of Zion- 
ism.

Scores of persons wrote to Mr. 
Frank, after I published an ap- 
peal in these columns. Among 
them were rabbis, a minister, and 
many individuals. I was particu- 
Jarly touched by the impassioned 
appeal of a group of young peo- 
ple from Ohio, who sent me a 
‘copy of their letter. Some of 
those who wrote to Mr. Frank told me what arswer 
they had received. 

Mr. Frank declared that my play had been dis- 
carded on the advice of important producers. On the 
other hand, I have the offers of three good producers 
who were eager to present my play.

For a 
dramatization offered on Broadway is a gamble, it 
is a hit or die matter. Anne Frank’s book should not 
be subjected to such a gamble. 

I contend that it is only right and proper to test 
my dramatization as well as any other, before audi- 
ences, to find out whether the material of the book 
has been truly rendered into dramatic form. To find 
out whether the themes have been stressed in their 
true proportion, as meaning and content. 

.For this Diary has become part of the culture of 
the Jewish people. Like almost all art expression, it 
is universal only because it is first true to a definite 
group. It comes to the world through the Jewish peo- 
ple. And when representatives of that people express 
a strong wish to examine my dramatization of the 
Diary, to test it, they have every moral right to do so. 

If there existed, among us, a central community 
organization, I would think it only proper that this 
question should be brought for judgement before it.

A native of London, he entered the ring at the age of 
24, showing a never before seen boxing skill. He founded 
a school of scientific boxing which became a milestone in 


the history of the sport. 


In 1792, he became heavyweight champion. He was 
known as the Star of Israel and he became the subject of 


popular ballads. 


He left England and toyred many lands, showing his 
skill before huge crowds. On his return he was a celebrity. 

After a long career, he retired and tried acting, mer- 
chandising and letter-writing. At 57, he resumed his career 
in the ring but couldn’t compete with younger men. 

He retired permanently after his unsuccessful come- 
back, and died at the age of 73. England still remembers 


his brilliant deeds as the first scientific boxer.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: I would like to know the meaning and 
origin of my family name. Our family originated near 

the Czech border in Austria, I am told—MYER LEFKOWITZ, 
Newark, N. Y. 
LEFKOWITZ— in your case—is a name of geographical ori- 
gin. It is taken from the name of the town of Lewocza, (Locse), 
which was formerly in Hungary and is now part of Slovakia. 
For about 300 years in its past history Lewocza was part of old 
Poland. During that time its Yiddish name was Lefkowitz 
(Lewkowce or Lefkoc). A village of the latter name is situated 
in the district of Lewocza—but was popularly confused with it, 
Polish Jews who bear the name of Lefkowitz derive it not from 
_ Lewocza but from a father whose name was Arje-Leib. Leib is 
Lew in Polish and the descent is indicated by the name Lewko- 


witz (misspelled Lefkowitz) meaning “the son of Leib.”
